Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  present  my  third  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitation  of  your  District. 


Vital  Statistics.

During  the  year,  231  births  and  133  deaths  have  been 
registered  in  the  District.  There  were  in  addition,  three 
deaths  in  the  Stamford  Infirmary  among  persons  respectively 
belonging  to  Oakham,  Greetham  and  Langham.  One 
death  in  the  Union  Workhouse  is  accredited  to  the  Melton 
Mowbray  Rural  District.  The  number  of  deaths  as  to  which 
the  corrected  death  rate  is  estimated  is  thus,  135.

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  112  ,,  Births. 
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The  Birth  and  Death  Rates  are  both  below  the  average 
for  your  District,  and  considerably  below  the  mean  for  Rural 
England  and  Wales. 

There  were  26  deaths  in  Infants  under  one  year,  and  60  in 
persons  of  sixty-five  years  and  upwards.  The  corrected 
death  rate  for  the  town  of  Oakham  is  16.4.  For  the  remainder 
of  the  District  it  is  12. 1.  The  “natural  increase”  in  the 
population,  i.e.,  the  excess  in  the  number  of  births  over 
deaths  is  96. 


Deaths  from  Zymotic  Disease.

There  was  in  addition  one  death  from  Erysipelas.  I  also 
record  two  deaths  from  Enteritis  in  Infants,  which  may  have 
been  Zymotic. 


Deaths  from  Tuberculosis. 

Eleven  fatal  eases  are  recorded,  eight  of  which  were  caused 
by  Consumption.  I  have  in  previous  reports  directed 
attention  to  the  advisability  of  making  Consumption  volun¬ 
tarily  notifiable  and  can  only  reiterate  my  previous  advice. 

Other  Causes  of  Death. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  other  respiratory  diseases  are 
jointly  accountable  for  sixteen  deaths.  Eight  deaths  were 
caused  by  Cancer  and  twenty  by  diseases  of  the  heart.  There 
were  seven  deaths  among  premature  and  imperfectly 
developed  infants.  Four  fatal  accidents  are  recorded. 
Three  deaths  were  suicidal  and  two  are  attributed  to  alcohol, 
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Notification  of  Infectious  Disease.

Smaee-Pox  and  Chicken-Pox. 

One  case  of  Small-pox  at  Empingham,  the  infection  of 
which  was  presumably  imported  by  a  tramp,  was  specially 
reported  upon  at  the  time  of  its  occurrence.  I11  rural 
districts  enjoying  a  high  degree  of  immunity  from  conscien¬ 
tious  objectors,  there  is  but  little  difficulty  in  treating  cases 
in  their  own  homes.  In  fact  when  people  in  the  vicinity 
are  guided  by  the  advice  of  experts  there  is  no  disease  more 
easy  to  administer.  Such  was  the  case  in  Empingham. 
There  was  no  hospital  isolation  and  no  spread  of  the  disease. 
If  the  population  of  England  were  as  well  vaccinated  as  are 
members  of  my  own  profession,  hospitals  for  the  isolation  of 
Small-pox  would  be  superfluous. 

Sixty-seven  cases  of  Chicken-pox  were  notified,  the  cases 
being  distributed  in  ten  parishes  and  most  prevalent  in 
Cottesmore  and  Oakham.  There  were  doubtless  many 
unnotified  cases,  several  of  which  I  detected  in  course  of 
house  to  house  inspections.  In  approximately  five  separate 
instances  the  notification  of  this  disease  in  other  districts 
for  which  I  am  Health  Officer  has  during  the  past  two  years 
led  to  my  locating  cases  of  Small-pox  which  might  otherwise 
have  passed  unnoticed. 
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Diphtheria. 

One  case  was  notified  in  Oakham.  The  remainder  of  the 
District  appears  to  have  enjoyed  immunity  from  this  disease. 

S carpet  Fever. 

This  disease  prevailed  in  Oakham  where  33  cases  were 
reported,  there  being  one  case  in  the  adjoining  parish  of 
Barleythorpe.  There  were  two  cases  in  April,  nine  in  May, 
nine  in  June,  and  two  in  July.  The  majoritiy  of  the  patients 
were  sent  to  the  Isolation  Hospital,  and  no  further  cases 
were  notified  until  the  return  from  the  hospital  of  several 
cases  in  the  month  of  vSeptember  was  the  signal  for  its 
recrudescence.  “  Return  Cases"were  ^  notified  in  three  separate 
houses,  twelve  cases  in  all  being  reported  within  three  months. 
At  Stamford  Infirmary  these  later  cases  were  attributed, 
firstly,  to  inefficient  disinfection  after  the  patient’s  removal 
to  hospital,  and,  secondby,  to  the  probable  occurrence  of 
unascertained  cases.  Disinfection  in  your  District  can  never 
be  considered  adequate  unless  you  are  prepared  to  supply  a 
steam  disinfector  in  addition  to  the  formalin  spraying  and 
fumigation  already  employed,  and  it  is  for  this  reason  that 
I  have  long  since  advised  the  purchase  of  a  disinfecting 
machine  in  which  formalin  is  employed  in  conjunction  with 
current  steam,  at  a  cost  of  £25.  At  the  Stamford  Infirmary, 
hot  air  is  used  for  the  disinfection  of  patients’  clothing  prior 
to  discharge.  Although  disinfection  is  probably  secured 
by  this  means  it  is  far  from  ideal. 

As  a  matter  of  fact  Return  Cases  are  an  inevitable  attribute 
of  the  present  custom  of  aggregating  Scarlet  Fever  patients 
in  the  wards  of  Isolation  Hospitals,  and  all  available  precau¬ 
tions  have  so  far  signally  failed  to  eliminate  them.  I  am 
already  only  too  familiar  with  them  in  other  Districts  where 
steam  disinfection  is  efficiently  employed.  They  are  essen¬ 
tially  a  hospital  phenomenon.  We  rarely,  if  ever,  meet  their 
counterpart  in  connection  with  cases  treated  at  home, 
however  perfunctory  may  be  the  system  of  disinfection. 
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They  are  admittedly  attributable  in  an  overwhelming 
majority  of  instances  to  infection  stored  up  in  the  patients’ 
system  and  liberated  after  discharge  from  hospital.  And  it 
is  further  significant  that  return  cases  are  as  a  rule  more 
severe  than  the  infecting  cases  which  cause  them. 

To  contend  that  the  recrudescence  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
Oakham  was  attributable  to  infection  from  unnotified 
patients  is  to  concede  that  the  disease  was  spread  by  a  class 
of  cases  which  are  rarely  isolated  either  at  home  or  in  hospital. 
Some  of  the  later  cases  very  probably  did  arise  in  this  manner, 
but  others  were  typical  return  cases.  Apart  from  return 
cases  it  is  only  too  true  that  Scarlet  Fever  is  ordinarily  spread 
by  unnotified  cases  usually  of  so  trivial  and  transitory  a 
type  as  to  evade  recognition.  These  cases,  I  have  sound 
reason  for  stating,  are  far  more  common  than  is  generally 
supposed.  One  of  them  can  do  more  mischief  than  half  a 
dozen  notified  cases  whether  the  latter  go  to  hospital  or  not. 
It  is  largely  for  this  reason  that  the  hospital  isolation  of 
Scarlet  Fever  has  signally  failed  to  accomplish  the  results 
so  confidently  expected  by  its  earlier  apologists.  To  be 
really  efficient  it  involves,  in  my  opinion,  a  separate  ward 
for  each  patient  and  some  method,  at  present  impossible, 
of  locating  and  isolating  the  unnotified  case.  I  am  a  strenuous 
and  consistent  advocate  of  the  hospital  isolation  of  other 
infectious  diseases  in  which  this  preventive  measure  is 
ordinarily  employed  ;  but  even  then  the  necessity  for 
recourse  to  it  is  usually  an  indication  of  inefficacy  in  our 
first  line  of  defence,  sound  sanitation.  I  cannot,  however, 
consistently  counsel  systematic  expenditure  on  a  measure 
which  has  far  too  frequently  served  to  increase  the  prevalence 
of  Scarlet  Fever  in  localities  for  which  I  am  Health  Officer. 
Moreover,  with  the  most  perfect  system  of  isolation  our 
efforts  are  in  large  measure  thwarted  by  the  communication 
of  infection  prior  to  removal  of  the  patient.  For  I  am  con¬ 
vinced  that  the  disease  is  most  infectious  at  its  outset,  when 
the  rash  is  making  its  appearance.  There  are,  however, 
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certain  cases  in  which  removal  of  the  patient  from  his 
surroundings,  tardy  though  it  be,  is  practically  imperative. 
Notably  is  this  the  case  in  farmhouses  from  which  milk  is 
supplied.  But  here  also  it  is  the  unnotified  case  which  almost 
invariably  does  the  mischief.  My  opinion  in  short  with 
regard  to  the  hospital  isolation  of  Scarlet  Fever — or  more 
properly  of  the  type  of  Scarlet  Fever  prevailing  within 
recent  years— is  that  the  indiscriminate  despatch  of  every 
case  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  is  both  a  sanitary  and  an 
economic  error.  The  cases  suitable  for  hospital  isolation 
are  relatively  few  and  should  be  carefully  selected. 

The  suggestion  that  the  Oakham  return  cases  were  due 
to  carelessness  or  want  of  reasonable  diligence  at  Stamford 
Infirmary  is  based  on  an  absolute  misconception  as  to  their 
nature  and  origin.  The  infecting  cases  were  detained  in 
hospital  as  long  as  was  necessary*,  and  I  know  that  the 
bathing-out  and  discharge  of  patients  is  as  careful  and 
efficient  as  can  be  reasonably  expected.  The  best  admin¬ 
istered  hospitals  have  every  year  to  confess  to  some  five 
per  cent,  (their  actual  number  is  far  more)  of  such  cases, 
despite  the  most  elaborate  precautions  and  most  skilled 
medical  inspection.  The  truth  is  that  the  infection  sent  home 
from  hospital  is  not  on  the  patient.  It  is  in  him.  And  it  is 
therefore  that  I  ask  you  to  issue  the  following  instructions 
which  I  have  long  since  used  in  respect  of  patients  discharged 
from  other  hospitals.

SCARLET  FEVER. 

Precautions  to  be  observed  for  One  Month  after 

DISCHARGE  FROM  THE  ISOEATION  HOSPITAE  : — 

(i)  The  Patient  should  occupy  a  separate  bedroom,  or,  if  a 
child,  should  not  be  allowed  to  sleep  with  other 
children. 

^Prolonged  detention  in  Hospital  appears  in  many  instances  to 
increase  rather  than  diminish  the  probability  of  return  cases.

(2)  All  glasses,  cups,  spoons,  &c.,  used  by  the  patient  should 
should  be  placed  in  boiling  water  for  five  minutes 
before  being  used  by  other  persons. 

(3)  Instead  of  Pocket  Handkerchiefs,  pieces  of  rag  should 

be  used  and  at  once  burnt. 

(4)  Parents  are  warned  that  children  recently  discharged 
from  hospital  may  convey  infection  to  other  members 
of  the  household  by  kissing. 

(5)  Visitors,  especially  children,  should  not  be  admitted 

to  the  house,  and  the  patient  should  not  visit  other 
houses  for  at  least  a  month. 

(6)  No  child  discharged  from  the  Isolation  Hospital  should 

attend  any  School,  Sunday  School,  Church,  Chapel,  or 
other  place  of  public  meeting  for  one  month. 

Should  any  discharge  from  the  ear  or  nostrils  or  swelling 
of  the  throat  be  observed,  the  above  precautions  should  be 
redoubled  and  medical  advice  obtained.

Enteric  Fever. 

I  record  three  sporadic  cases.  One,  in  Market  Overton, 
was  imported.  The  other  two,  one  of  which  proved  fatal, 
and  which  properly  led  to  very  thorough  sanitary  alterations, 
occurred  in  the  town  of  Oakham. 

Sanitation  of  the  District. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector’s  statistical  synopses  are  appended. 

I  regretfully  state  that  the  advice  embodied  in  my  last 
two  Annual  Reports  as  to  rectification  of  rivers  pollution, 
and  as  to  the  necessity  for  abolishing  insanitary  pits  has  not 
led  to  any  appreciable  improvement.  In  one  instance, 
while  advising  as  to  the  most  suitable  means  of  purifying  a 
drainage  effluent  from  a  country  residence  I  was  courteously 
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reminded  that  the  sewage  effluent  of  an  adjacent  village 
was  permitted  to  pollute  the  brook  with  impunity  !  I  could 
have  added  that  the  same  might  consistently  be  said  of 
almost  every  village  in  the  county. 

I  have  to  advert  to  my  reiterated  advice  as  to  nuisances 
caused  by  pig-keeping  in  the  town  of  Oakham.  And  it  is 
also  my  duty  to  direct  attention  to  the  fact  that  although 
Oakham  possesses  an  excellent  public  water-supply,  a  large 
number  of  houses  obtain  their  drinking  water  from  more 
or  less  polluted  wells. 

Factory  and  Workshop  Act. 

A  statistical  summary  is  appended  on  a  form  supplied 
for  the  purpose  by  the  Home  Office.  Bakehouses  are  regularly 
inspected  and  limewashing  ordered  when  necessary.  They 
are,  on  the  whole,  kept  satisfactorily,  as  are  also  the  few  other 
workshops  in  your  District. 

The  Tables  dealing  with  Vital  Statistics,  Sickness  and 
Mortality,  required  by  the  Focal  Government  Board,  are 
subjoined.

Removal  of  Closet  Tubs  and  House  Refuse. — This  work  has  been 
performed  during  the  year  in  a  satisfactory  manner  by  the  Council’s 
men  and  horses,  and  with  very  few  complaints.  Although  a  large 
quantity  of  broken  pots,  old  tins,  and  other  hard  refuse  is  kept  separate 
and  carted  to  the  brickyard,  there  is  some  difficulty  in  finding  purchasers 
for  the  Organic  Manure.  A  large  amount  of  labour  would  be  saved, 
and  it  would  be  of  the  greatest  advantage  from  a  sanitary  point  of  view, 
especially  in  cramped  situations,  if  water  closets  were  generally  adopted 
in  the  town,  a  public  supply  of  water  being  now  available. 

Ashbins. — These  are  not  provided  to  some  of  the  new  houses,  and 
the  refuse  is  put  into  small  boxes  which  are  inadequate  for  a  few  days’ 
accumulation,  and  give  rise  to  insanitary  conditions. 

Water  Supply. — Very  slow  progress  is  being  made  in  laying  on  good 
drinking  water  to  the  houses.  Three  samples  from  wells  have  been 
condemned,  two  after  typhoid,  and  in  the  latter  two  cases  the  public 
supply  has  been  utilized. 

New  Branch  Sewer. — The  new  branch  sewer  on  the  Ashwell  Road 
has  been  completed,  and  the  Union  Workhouse  drains,  and  the  drains 
from  other  properties  near,  connected  therewith. 

Scarlet  Fever. — An  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  commenced  in 
April,  and  in  three  families  the  disease  recurred  after  the  return  of 
patients  from  Stamford  Isolation  Hospital.  The  outbreak  lingered  on 
until  November,  and  caused  much  extra  work,  29  houses  having  to 
be  disinfected  and  cleansed.  The  Public  Elementary  Schools  were 
also  sprayed  and  cleansed,  the  Infant  portion  being  twice  done.
